“efficiency brains’? Of course not. 
It means just this: that the average American worker 
worker now produces twenty-five per cent more for his 
capitalist boss—not only with no increase in pay, but with 
a sharp reduction! 
The “efficiency brains” of which the American worker 
is asked to be proud, means in reality the most vicious 
speedup system which has wrecked and is wrecking mil 
lions of lives, sacrificed on the altar of the capitalist’: 
sreed for profits! 
On the basis of statistics issued by the U.S. Bureav 
of Labor, with 1929 as 100, the average output per worker 
per hour increased as follows: 101 in 1930; 109 in 193 
19 in 1932, and 129 in 1933. The figure for 1934, not yet 
arrived at, will probably show a similar increase. 
This is the chart of capitalism: ever-mounting exploi- 
tation of the working class, inhuman conditions of work 
which throw hundreds of thousands of men and women 
on the scrap heap annually: ever-mounting profits for the 
handful of capitalist parasites. 
Just as long as the working class permits the capi- 
talist system to exist this will continue. Capitalism will 
not collapse because of its inherent injustice or wickedness 
or by an Act of God. : 
The working class will have to overthrow the entire 
rotten System through revolutionary action, and substitute 
for it a workers’ and farmers’ government, under which 
technological advancement will result in better living con- 
ditions and increased leisure for the working class. Under 
2 workers’ and farmers’ government the vicious speed-up 
system will be an historical relic, like the instruments of 
torture of the Spanish Inquisition!

Relief List At 
Record Figures 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif, 


Dec. 20—Despite the fact that 
prosperity is supposed to be re 
turning, official statistics show 
that the relief load of Santa 
3arbara county has increased by 
55 per cent in number of fatir 
ilies and 30 per cent in cost per 
family during the last — five 
months alone. 

The nutber of families on SE 
RA relief has passed the 1,700 
mark as compared with less than 
1000 in July. Welfare cases 
which also have increased in 
number, now total 750. The 
number seeking employment at 
the federal offices is approaching 
the 4,000 mark. 

New applications come from 
those who have, until now, been 
living on savings or have been 
livine with relatives and_ friends. 
Now their savings are gone and 
their relatives no longer are able 


to aid them, due to the increasing 
cost of living and the widespread 
ware-cutting.

Relief officials and SERA ad- 
ministrators are threatening to 
resien, alone with the whole of 
the Community Chest board. Dis- 
mayed officials now are laying 
plans for a mass meeting of all 
those “interested” in the relief 
problem.

With his face badly burned, both 
arms and hands bitrned to the 
elbows, a burn on his throat and 
another on his heel, he was told 
by Superintendent Williams to go 
to Highland hospital, miles away, 
without first aid. 

Although there are two first 
aid stations on the job, Wilhams

er. It was a .cold winter day 
and he was forced to walk 100 
yards to the superintendent's 
auto. 

His fellow workers demanded 
that he be given some sort of 
treatment to allay his intense 


suffering. The superintendent was 
forced to give in and the injured 
worker walked the 100 yards back 
to the office where a_ tube of 
Unguentine was found and a fel 
low worker was told to smear the 
burns. 

One man with a big machine 
offered to drive the worker to the 
hospital and he was told to mind 


his own business and go back to 
work. The superintendent finally 
managed to get his car moving 
and drove the worker to a hos 
pital. One hour and 45 minutes 
from time of injury, the treat- 
ment was begun.

Dr. Frederic Woellner, profes- 
sor at the University of Califor- 
nia, Los Angeles, introduced Mrs.

SERA Workers 
Win Strike At 


Lake Merced: 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 15.— 
Six hundred SERA workers at 
Lake Merced struck Saturday for 
an hour demanding pay for spend- 
ing half a day Thursday in the 
rain waiting and then being sent 
home without having worked. The 
men expected that they would 
work Saturday morning and re- 
ceive the afternoon off with pay 
in return for the time wasted 
Thursday. 

At 11 o’clock Frank Kosi got 
up and made a speech calling for 
a strike. The men _ promptly 
dropped their tools. The bosses 
went among them, trying to get 
them to return to work. After 
each boss made his talk, a mem- 
ber of the strike committee got 
up -and answered him. Finally 
the big boss appeared and told 
them they would be paid for 
Thursday morning, but that they 
would have to get the $1.88 from 
their visitors. 


The boss then told Kosi that 


he was fired. When Kosi ap- 
pealed to the men, the boss can- 
celled the order. However, at 


quitting time Kosi and two othe

members of the strike committee 
were fired and marked on their 
discharge cards as agitators.
